Yet the candi- 
date, who is an esteemed merchant of the 
city, has a perfect right w run; his platform 
is an eminently sound and proper one; and 
every citizen oughi fo have a perfect right to 
vote for him if he chooses. We say ought to 
have the right, because we don’t think the 
people of this Territory have the right to vote 
as they please. The ballot system: commended 
itself to the fourffers of onr free institutions 
by virtue of the secrecy which protected it 
from the inspection of those who might other- 


voter. This secrecy is the beauty and virtne 
of the ‘system, and the guarantee of inde- 
pendence of thought and action. For this 
“reason it has taken the place of the viva voce 
plan, and is elsewhere protected by the strong- 
est sanction of the laws. While we have in 
Utah nominally the ballot system, (as, indeed, 
we have the other forins of free institutions, ) 
the shrewd leaders have taken very good care 
that they are not debarred from knowing how 
every mam votes, with even more certainty 
than they would if our elections were viva 
voce. If xanybody doubts this, let him read 
and ponder on tle following section of the 
General Election law, approved Jan, 3, 1863: 
‘‘Seetion 5. Each elector shall provide him- 
self with a vote containing the names of the 

he wishes elected and the offices he 
would have them to fill, and present it neatl 
folded to the Jndge of Election, ‘who shalt 
number and deposit tl in the ballot box; the clerk 
shall then write the name of the elector, and oppo- 
site, the nuntber of his vote.” 

This list, together with the ballots, is trans- 
mitted to the County Clerk, who, with the 
County Jnylge at the proper time, “counts and 
compares the votes with the names on the 


| list” and certifies an abstract to the Secretary
